1 . (currently amended) A computer-implemented method configured for facilitating export 
receivables workflow tasks, comprising: 

at least one data processing device of a data computing system accessing, from 
memory coupled to said at least one data processing device, in5;tnictinns 
causing said at least one data processing device to u ploadfringll an electronic 
copy of a payment contract upon which an international trade receivables 
transaction is dependent; 

said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memory, instructions 
causing said at least one data processing device to prepare a transaction 
information portfolio including documents required for settlement of the 
international trade receivables transaction, wherein preparing the transaction 
information portfolio includes selecting said required d ocument s dependent 
upon a type of the payment contract and wherein said required docmnents 
comprise transaction information for the international trade receivables 
transaction comprisod bv said portfolio : 

performing oyotom manag e d v e rification of required dooumonts in ooid portfolio ; 

bundling paid dooimiimtG whoroby on aasooiotion io provid e d betwe e n said . 
docum e nts; 

said at least one data processing device accessing, fit)m said memory, instructions 
causing said at least one data processing device to caxis co nabline a disposition 
of said required d ocuments comprised by said portfolio to be denoted as being 
discrepant or acceptable; 
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said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memory^ instructions 
causing said at Least one data processing device to cause onabling a description 
corresponding to a corresponding discrepancy to be specified; [[and]] 

said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memory, instructions 
causing said at least one data processing device to cause onabling revised 
versions of discrepant portions of said required documents to be individually 
re-submitted to the designated recipient whereby documents denoted as being 
acceptable need not be resubmitted; 

said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memorv. instructions 
causing said at least one data processing device to perform system-managed 
verification that said transaction information is compliant with an 
international banking standard in accordance with which information of the 
payment contract is reviewed in response to determining that all of said 
documents are denoted as being acceptable: and 

said at least one data processing device, accessing, fix>m said memory, instructions 
causing said at least one data processing device to bundle said required 
documents whereby an association is provided between said required 
documents in response to verifying that said transaction i nformation is 
compiiant with the international banking standard . 



2. (currently amended) The method of claim 1, fiuther comprising: 

said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memory, instructions 
causing said at least one data processing device to systematically 
extract[[ing]] information from the payment contract and populating fields of 
svstem - populated at least one of said required docimients compriGod by said 
portfolio with said extracted information, wherein said information is 
provided in the e l e ctronic payment contract in a system-extractable format. 
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3. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein at least a portion of said required 
documents are system-mandated documents automatically selected by said system 
dependent upon at least one of a type of the international trade transaction and [[a]] the 
type of the payment contract. 

4. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein: 

said system-managed verification is performed dependent upon at least one of a 
type of the international trade transaction and [[a]]Ae type of the payment 
contrac t in combination with the international banking standard: and 

said instructions causing said at least one data processing device to perform said 
bundling includes said instructions causing said at least one data processing 
device to cause an original copy and a duplicate copy of at least one of said 
required documents to be digitally adjoined with each other in a un-editable 
document file. 



5. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 

said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memory, instructions 
causing said at least one data pitpcessing device to d eterminefringH a required 
. condition associated with settling the international trade receivables 
transaction; and 

said at least one data processing device accessing, firom said memory, 

instructions causing said at least one data processing device to a ssociatcf Finfill 
the required condition with a plurality of said required d ocuments whereby a 
reference to the condition is provided on each one of said required d ocuments 
when said required documents are outputted. 

6. (original) The method of claim 1 wherein: 
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the international trade receivables transaction is one of a plurality of international 
trade receivables transactions to be settled under a common payment contract; 
and 

a first system-managed instance of said intemational trade receivables 
transactions serves as a template for each subsequent system-managed 
instance of said intemational trade receivables transactions, whereby 
consistency in content and accuracy between each said system-managed 
instance is provided for. 

7. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 wherein: 

the association includes a current revision level of each one of said required 
documents : and 

causing said at least one data processing device to verify that th e transaction 
information portfolio is compliant with an intemational banking standard 
includes causing said at least one data processing device to determine that said 
required documents have necessarv signature information indic ating and 
certifying that said required documents are compliant with the intem ational 
banking standard and have system-implemented markings that indicate which 
ones of such required documents are conies and which o nes of said required 
documents are original s > 

8. (currently amended) The method of claim 1 , ftnrflier comprising: 

said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memory, instructions 
causing said at least one data processing device to systematically 
extract[[ing]] information from the payment contract and popxxlating fields of 
svstem - populato da t least one of said required d ocuments comprised by said 
portfolio w ith said extracted information: 

said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memory, i nstructions 
causing said at least one data processing device to d etermmerfingll a required 
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condition associated with settling the international trade receivables 

transaction; and 

said at least one data processing device accessing, from said memory, 

instructions causing said at least one data processing device to a ssociaterf ingH 
the required condition with a plurality of said required d ocuments whereby a 
reference to the condition is provided on each one of said required d ocuments 
when said required d ocuments are outputted; 

wherein said extracted i nformation is provided in the e lectronic p ayment contract 
in a system-extractable format; 

wherein at least a portion of said required d ocuments and data aroi s_system- 
mandated documents and data dependent upon at least one of a type of the 
international trade transaction and [(a]]ttie type of the payment contract; 

wherein causing said at least one data processing device to verify that the 
transaction information portfolio is compliant g oid system manag e d 
vorification is performed dependent upon at least one of [[a]]tih|e type of the 
international trade transaction and [[a]]the type of the payment contract 

9. (currently amended) A system configured for facilitating document and export 
receivables workflow tasks, comprising: 

at least one data processing device; 

instructions processable by said at least one data processing device; and 
an apparatus fi*om wiiich said instructions are accessible by said at least 
one data processing device; 
wherein said instructions are configured for enabUng said at least one data processing 
device to facilitate: 

uploading an electronic copy of a payment contract upon which an 

international trade receivables transaction is dependent; 
preparing a transaction information portfolio inc luding documents 
required for settlement of the international trade receivables 
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transaction, wherein preparing the transaction informati on portfolio 

includes selecting said required documents dependent upon a type of 

the payment contract and wherein said required documents comprise 

transaction information for the international trade receivables 

transactio n comprised by said portfolio ; 

porforming syst e m managed vcrifioation of required documcnto in said 

portfolio ; 

bimdling said dooum o nts whereby on association is provided between said 
documents - 

causing enabling a disposition of said required d ocuments comprised by 
said portfolio to be denoted as being discrepant or acceptable; 

causinge fiabiiftg a description corresponding to a corresponding 
discrepancy to be specified; [[and]] 

causin g e nabling revised versions of discrepant portions of said required 
documents to be individually re-submitted to the designated recipient 
whereby documents denoted as being acceptable need not be 
resubmitted^ 

performing svstem-managed verification that said transaction information 
is compliant vyith an international banking standard in accordance with 
which information of the payment contract is reviewed in response to 
determin ing that qll of said documents are denoted as being 
acceptable: and 

bundling said required documents v^erebv an association is provided 
between said required documents in response to verifying that said 
transaction information is compliant with the international banking 
standard . 

1 0. (currently amended) The system of claim 9, further comprising: 
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systematically extracting information from the payment contract and populatbig 

fields of at least one of said required syst e m popnlatod documents comprised 

by said portfolio with said extracted infonnation> wherein said information is 

provided in the e lectronic p ayment contract in a system-extractable format. 

1 1 . (currently amended) The system of claim 9 wherein at least a portion of said required 
documents are system-mandated documents automatically selected bv said system 
dependent upon at least one of a type of the international trade transaction and fra]]the 
type of the payment contract. 

12. (currently amended) The system of claim 9 wherein; 

said system-managed yerification is performed dependent upon at least one of a 
type of the international trade transaction and [[a]]the type of the payment 
contrac t in combination with the international banking standard; and 

said bundling causes an original copy and a duplicate copy of at least one of said 
required documents to be digitally adjoined with each other in a un-editable 
document file . 

13. (currently amended) The system of claim 9, further comprising: 

determining a required condition associated with settling the international trade 
receivables transaction; and 

associating the required condition with a plurality of said required d ocuments 
whereby a reference to the condition is provided on each one of said required 
documents when said required d ocuments are otitputted. . 

14. (original) The system of claim 9 wherein: 
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the international trade receivables transaction is one of a plurality of international 
trade receivables transactions to be settled under a common payment contract; 
and 

a first system-managed instance of said international trade receivables 
transactions serves as a template for each subsequent system-managed 
instance of said international trade receivables transactions, whereby 
consistency in content and accuracy between each said system-managed 
instance is provided for. 

15. (currently amended) The system of claim 9 wherein: 

the association includes a current revision level of each one of said required 
document s: and 

verifying that the transaction information portfolio is compliant wilfa an 
international banking standard includes determining that said recpiired 
documents have necessary signature information indicating and certifying that 
said required documents are compliant with the international banking standard 
and have svstem-implemented markings that indicate which ones of such 
required documents are copies and which ones of said required documents are 
originals . 

16. (currently amended) The system of claim 9, further comprising: 

systematically extracting information from the payment contract and populating 
fields of svfltem populate da t least one of said required d ocuments comprised 
by said portfolio w ith sai d extracted information: 

determining a required condition associated with settling the international trade 
receivables transaction; and 

associating the required condition with a plurality of said required d ocuments 
whereby a reference to the condition is provided on each one of said required 
documents when said re quh-ed documents are outputted; 
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wherein said information is provided in the olootronic payment contract in a 
system-extractable format; 

wherein at least a portion of said required d ocimients and data ar e i s.system" 
mandated documents and data dependent upon at least one of a type of the 
international trade transaction and [[a]]die type of the payment contract; 

wherein verifying that the transaction information portfolio is compliant said 
Gyotom managed verification is performed dependent upon at least one of 
[[a]]tfie type of the international trade transaction and [[a]]the type of the 
payment contract. 
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
